The subject-matter claimed in claims 1 to 26, 53, 54, 61, 62 and 67 falls 
under the provisions of Article 17(2) (a) (i) and Rule 39.1(iii) PCT, such 
subject-matter relating to a method of doing business. 
Claims 27 to 52, 55 to 60, 63 to 66 and 68 to 70 relate to commonplace 
technological features for performing the business method of the method 
claims. Although these claims do not literally belong to the method 
category, they essentially claim protection for the same commercial 
effect as the method claims* With reference to the Guidelines, B-VIII, 
points 1-6, the International Searching Authority considers that 
searching such commercial features would serve no useful purpose. This 
applies to the remaining commonplace technological features of these 
claims as well . 

The applicant's attention is drawn to the fact that claims- relating to 
inventions in respect of which no international search report has been 
established need not be the subject of an international preliminary 
examination (Rule 66.1(e) PCT).
